"Christ  and  the  Home.”  and  to  make 
a  special  effort  at  that  time  to  secure  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  as  many  family  altars  as  possible,  re¬ 
porting  promptly  to  the  state  secretaries  the 
number  of  family  altars  set  up  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  or  their  congregations.

12.  We  recommend  that  the  Commission  pre¬ 
pare  literature  on  the  subject  of  reaching  the  un¬ 
identified  and  unenllsted  Baptists  in  our  midst 
and  that  this  literature  bo  sent  to  the  pnstors 
urging  them  to  give  attention  to  this  matter. 

111.  We  suggest  that  we  set  October  21  for 
our  llnptlst  schools  and  October  24  for  our 
churches  as  days  for  the  enlistment  of  vo'un- 
teers  for  special  service  In  our  Lord's  Kingdom. 
That  appropriate  literature  be  prepared  by  this 
commission  and  that  our  school  presidents  and 
pastors  be  asked  to  cooperate  in  making  these 
days  mean  much  for  Haptist  leadership  through¬ 
out  the  world.  We  must  go  Into  the  business  of 
full  cooperation  with  God  In  supplying  as  well 
as  training  and  worthily  supporting  the  leader¬ 
ship  for  our  churches  in  all  their  local  and 
world-wide  work.  We  would  urge  that  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  evnnge'ists  give  attention  to  this  mat 
ter  in  all  special  revival  services. 

14.  We  suggest  that  the  state  secretaries 
and  presidents  of  our  Baptist  schools  and  the 
associations!  forces  about  these  shools  cooper¬ 
ate  this  fall  after  the  opening  of  these  schools 
In  putting  an  enllstmeqt  campaign  in  the 
churches  nearby,  using  the  faculties  and  stu¬ 
dents.  Groups  of  workers  from  the  schools  can 
go  out  to  these  neighboring  churches  Friday 
nights.  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  gather  the  peo¬ 
ple  together  and  render  programs  of  discussion 
covering  many  vital  matters.  Bible  studies,  mis¬ 
sions.  evangelism,  etc.  The  volunteer  bands  and 
,  music  departments  can  do  valiant  service  in 
these  programs.  From  the  114  educatjonl  cen¬ 
ters  thus  can  go  mighty  waves  of  enlighten¬ 
ment,  enlistment,  inspiration  and  power.  It  will 
greatly  popularize  our  schools  and  he'p  every 
way. 
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THE  NEW  CHAIR  OF  CHURCH  EFFICIENCY 
IN  THE  SEMINARY. 
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The  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  has 
always  been  a  leader  In  developing  the  practical 
side  of  theological  education.  It  has  introduced 
a  number  of  things  into  the  courses  of  study  which 
no  other  Institution  had.  I  cannot  here  give  the 
history  of  these  innovations,  but  wish  to  speak  of 
the  last  which  was  Introduced  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  vis.,  the  Department  of 
Church  Efficiency,  of  which  Rev.  Gaines  S.  Dob¬ 
bins  was  elected  Professor.  He  will  also  teach 
the  Department  of  Sunday  School  Pedagogy. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  conviction  of 
the  preseui  writer  and  the  members  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Seminary  that  a  Department  of  Church  Ef- 
fleiney  was  gruatly  needed.  We  have  had  several 
courses  of  lectures  from  Rev.  F.  A.  Agar  on 
Church  Efficiency.  Dr.  Agar  ranks  our  Seminary 
among  the  very  best,  although  he  deplores  the  fact 
that  this  department  has  been  so  long  neglected  In 
theological  seminaries  generally.  It  has  not  been 
practicable  hitherto  to  make  provision  for  the 
work. 

I  have  lately  gone  over  the  proposed  course  of 
study  with  Professor  Dobbins,  and  1  feel  sure  the 
^denomination  will  be  interested  in  the  outline  of 
the  work  which  is  proposed: 

Duriug  the  first  quarter  the  general  theme  of 
the  course  of  lectures  will  be  Efficiency  in  the  De¬ 
nomination.  Here  the  whole  range  of  denomina¬ 
tional  organization  will  be  covered.  The  student 
Will  he  made  acquainted  with  every  phase  of  gen¬ 
eral  denominational  activity  and  work.  He  will 
he  taught  how  to  co-operate  and  to  render  the  de¬ 
nomination  to  which  he  belongs  more  efficient. 

In  the  second  quarter  the  topic  will  he  Efficiency 
In  Church  Organization.  Here  there  will  be  a  thor¬ 
oughgoing  review  of  the  various  forms  of  activity 
it  the  church  itself —Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U., 
woman's  work  and  every  other  department  of 
church  organization.  Many  churches  are  without 
organization  and  many  others  with  very  partial  or. 
gnlzation.  Here  the  student  will  he  given  the  vision 
of  a  completely  organized  church  and  taught  how 
to  direct  hUch  a  church. 

The  third  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  Efficiency 
In  Church  Management.  Here  there  are  many  top¬ 
ics  which  will  come  In  for  consideration,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  in  the  matter  of  finances.  in  the  matter  of 
erecting  and  arranging  the  church  edifice,  in  the 
matter  of  public  worship,  in  the  mater  of  publicity, 
in  the  matter  of  evangelism,  and  in  other  respects. 

T  hat  is  to  say.  all  the  ways  In  which  the  church 
management  can  be  made  more  efficient  will  be 
discussed  and  presented. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  the  general  theme  will  be 
efficiency  in  Pastoral  1  eadcrshlp.  Under  this  head 
will  be  discussed  the  personal  leadership  of  the 
pastor;  that  is  to  say.  ail  the  qualities  (hat  make 
a  man  winning  and  atractlve  and  influential  as 
a  personal  leader  will  come  under  consideration. 

also  h*s  leadership  in  the  church  and  bis  leader¬ 
ship  In  the  community  will  be  presented.  The 
problem  of  the  country  church  and  its  peculiar  ap¬ 
peal  will  come  in  for  consideration  at  Its  own  prop¬ 
er  place. 

In  other  words,  it  is  proposed  to  make  this  new 
department  a  thoroughgoing  study,  in  all  the  essen-

•  Provocative  of  thought,  leading  to  this  request 
for  a  bit  of  space  in  your  paper,  are  three  ar¬ 
ticles  Just  read;  one  In  the  current  issue  of  the 
Baptist  Record,  the  other  two  in  July  number  of 
The  Homiletic  Review — both  the  latter  under

"The  Statement  of  Belief  by  the  Foreign 
Board."  so  tactfully  defended  by  Dr.  Love,  seems 
tenable,  and  the  use  made  of  It  commendable. 

The  two  articles  iD  Homiletic' Review  are  by 
the  Rev.  D.  R.  Pier.  LaGrange,  Mo.,  and  our 
own  love^  Dr.  Robertson  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Seminary.

While  possessing  real  merit,  the  article  by 
our  Missouri  brother  has  quite  enough  of  ths 
higher  critic's  atti  ude  to  warrant  dlsmasal  at 
once  The  other,  learned  and  splendidly  valuable 
as  It  is  seems,  on  a  'usual  reading  not  altogether 
pertinent  to  the  qu.istlon  discussed. 

Just  what  use  have  we  for  creeds?  Wliut  use 
or  uses,  baa  humanity? 

Dr.  Robertson  says  “Jesus  Christ  Is  Christi¬ 
anity."  '  J 

More  accurately,  It  seems  to  me.  He  is  the 
Gospel.  "The  Power  of  God  unto  salvation;'* 
therefore  the  "Good  News"  since  first  He  was 
heralded  by  angels. 

Christianity,  In  all  Its  aspects.  Is  a  product— 
u  product  of  the  relation  of  Jesus  to  a  believer, 
and  to  the  world  of  men  and  events.  Individual¬ 
ly.  socially  and  historically,  R  is  a  product; 
ethical  and  spiritual  in  such  measure  as  It  la 
really  Christian. 

Hence  wc  have  formal  creeds,  many  varied  and 
of  growing  length  us  the  centuries  have  moved 
on. 

This  has  many  contributing  factors,  bat  la, 
primarily  because  one's  faith,  having  area  in  IU 
Initial  stages  historic  and  social '  contents,  re- 
quires.  for  Its  expression,  fuller'  and  longer 
statement  as  modified  by  study,  contacts  and  ex¬ 
perience*. 

Sometimes  these  elements  are  corrective  and 
clearlfylng;  too  often  perverstie."  '  *• 

Formal  creeds  have  value,  therefore,  for  In- 
struitlon  and  for  ballasting  the  faith  of  others — • 
other  persons,  other  races  and  other  generations. 

This  truth  must,  however,  be  accepted  with 
adequate  and  well  defined  limitations. 

The  value  of  creeds  Is.  on  the  one  hand,  pro¬ 
portioned  to  their  accuracy  as  expressions  of  the 
actual  effects  of  God  s  grace  In  a  life,  that  is  by 
their  correctness  as  expressions  o(  the  Holy 
8plrtt*  work  and  of  the  meaning  of  a  vital  re¬ 
lationship  to  Jesus  Christ;  In  other  words,  ac¬ 
cording  as  they  are  true  to  the  fundamental  facts 
of  the  scriptures  and  of  Christian  experience. 

From  another  angle,  their  value  Is  determined 
by  their  timeliness,  or  by  the  perennial  vitality 
of  their  expression  in  its  relation  to  peoples  sod 
ages,  that  Is  in  relation  to  the  heart  of  all 
humanity. 

A  third  determining  factor  is  their  compre¬ 
hensiveness.  that  Is  their  scope,  as  related  to 
facts  of  history,  wor'd  conditions  apd  approved 
methods  of  Christian  work. 

Yes.  creeds  are  Inevlsble.  and  their  making 
will  not  wholly  slop.  yet.  not  even  In  thin  latltud- 
inarlan  and  "creedless"  age. 

Their  formulating  may  clarify  one's  thinking, 
and  help  toward  “giving  a  reason"  for  one's 
faith. 

For  Baptists,  howveer.  creeds  have  ever  had. 
chiefly  an  academic  value:  and  we,  of  this 
generation  sre  the  true  offspring*  of  our  fore¬ 
bears. 

We  fear  still.  If  not.  Indeed,  increasingly,  their 
authoritative  promulgation;  both  ns  llmluttons  • 
on  Christian  endeavor  and  ss  effectual  restraints 
on  freedom  of  conscience. 

They  shackle  the  minds  and  bands  of  their 
own  authors,  and  In  cases  consign.  In  advance 
to  an  abode  among  the  dead.

Is  It  possible  to  reduce  to  one  article  of  faith 
lhat  which  distinguishes  Baptists  from  other 
Christians?  There  are  some  who  think  It  is,  and 
they  have  undertaken  to  state  It  for  themselves 
and  for  the  benefit  of  others.  To  them  It  seems 
the  outstanding  mark  of  Baptists  Is  the  com¬ 
plete  competency  of  the  Individual  soul  In  mai¬ 
ler**  f  religion.  The  same  Idea  is  sometime^ 
stated  in  entirely  different  words,  something  llkp 
this  The  sole  authority  of  Jesus  Christ  In  mat- 
■  ters  of  religion.  They  are  looked  upon  as  thfc 
same  truth,  or  they  are  regarded  as  two  lines 
whose  Intersection  locates  a  Baptist. 

There  can  hardly  be  a  more  important  truth 
than  the  one  here  spoken  of  and  If  any  one  ib 
to  be  the  rallying  cry  of  a  denomination,  this  one 
might  we'l  deserve  the  distinction.  The  sole  and 
supreme  soverlgnty  of  Jesus  and  the  competency 
of  the  human  soul  in  approach  to  him  and  deal¬ 
ing  with  him.  this  faith  would  help  us  to  settlp 
most  other  doctrines  aright  and  eliminate  muc> 
of  the  error  that  has  crept  into  religious  practice. 
All  priestly  ca'ste  or  holy  orders  go  t  the  scrap 
heap.  All  proxy  religion,  including  Infant  bapl- 
t  sm  fall  away  Into  the  discard.  All  salvatlo^i 
by  sacraments;  all  o'verlordahlp  dissolve  IlkJ) 
snow  In  summer.  The  New  Testament  as  the  will 
of  Christ  becomes  the  only  expression  of  hib 
authority,  and  the  only  binding  chain  upon  any 
man's  conscience.  The  right  of  every  child  of 
Ood  to  discover  and  apply  the  truth  for  himself 
and  apply  ll  to  h  s  own  conduct  becomes  our 
Inalienable  heritage  Freedom  In  matters  of  rej- 
llglon  is  the  inevitable  sequence.  About  all  th* 
tangles  in  theology,  eccleslology  and  practlcu) 
Christianity  are  straihtened  out. 

But  Is  It  true  that  this  prlnclp'e  alone  ad¬ 
hered  to  rai|  and  does  make  a  man  a  Baptist? 
Are  there  no  other  things  or  truths  which  of 
necessity  belong  to  the-  people  called  Baptists? 
Not  to  them  exclusively,  but  to  them  necessarily'. 
Suppose  a  man  should  accept  as  a  fundamental 
principle  the  authority  of  Jesus  and  claim  hi* 
Inalienable  right  to  individual  competency  ami 
freedom  In  religion,  and  be  thereby  classed  ab 
a  Baptist.  Suppose  that  in  the  exercise  of  hi* 
competency  and  freedom  he  should  conclude 
thnt  the  .commonly  accepted  doctrine  of  the 
trinity  Is  Impossible  and  untrue:  Is 'he  still  il 
Baptist?  In  other  words  ran  a  man  be  a  Unitarian 
and  a  Baptist  at  the  same  time? 

Suppose  he  should  conclude  from  his  owii 
study,  and  the  right  to  exercise  his  freedom  of 
thought  in  matters  of  religion  that  the  Bible 
is  not  the  unerring  and  uuthorltntive  expression 
of  the  will  of  Christ.  Is  he  still  a  Baptist?  In  othef 
words  can  a  man  deny  the  inspiration  of  thb 
Bible  as  the  word  of  Ood  and  still  be  a  Baptist 
In  good  standing?  Or  suppose  his  reason  shouli) 
reject  the  commonly  accepted  account  of  thi 
virgin  birth  of  Jesus,  ran  he  still  call  himself  il 
Baptist  ’  Or  suppose  lhat  he  should  come  to  th^ 
conclusion  that  the  substitutionary  atonement 
of  Jesus  is  no  longer  tenable,  ca  nhe  still  dwelj 
In  the  Baptist  ramp? 

Is  there  only  one  thing  wh'ch  a  man  must 
believe  to  be  a  Baptist?  And  is  every  man  a  Bap! 
tlst  who  subscribes  his  jiame  to  a  statement  of 
the  authority  of  Christ  alone  and  the  right  ancj 
ability  of  the  individual  to  decide  all  question* 
for  himself  and  do  and  teach  what  is  pleasinif 
In  his  own  eyes,  is  every  body  who  does  this  u 
a  Baptist  and  entitled  to  recognition  and  fellow* 
ship,  and  immune  to  criticism. 

This  is  not  an  academic  matter,  for  It  is  now( 
a  matter  under  serious  discussion  among  some 
of  our  Baptist  friends  and  the  future  of  thb 
truth,  of  souls  and  of  the  kingdom  of  Ood  de- 
pend  upon  our  finding  out  where  we  stand.

PLATFORMS 

We  have  been  hearing  a  great  deal  ot  late 
about  platforms.  This  is  true  of  every  great 
political  year;  and  generally  when  a  candidate 
comes  out  for  office,  from  constable  to  presi¬ 
dent.  people  inquire  something  about  his  plat¬ 
form.  what  he  stands  for.  what  Issue  he  is  run¬ 
ning  on.  This  is.  so  far  as  we  know,  the  universal 
expectation  and  custom  and  meets  with  no  crit¬ 
icism.  We  want  to  know  something  about  the 
man  and  we  want  to  know  what  he  stands  for. 
Is  he  for  high  taxes  or  low  taxes?  Is  he  for  good 
roads  or  bad  roads?  Is  he  for  good  Bchools  or 
poor  schools?  Is  he  wet  or  dry?  Is  he  for  local 
self  government  and  state  rights,  or  Is  he  for  a 
strong  central  government?  Is  he  for  a  protec¬ 
tive  tariff  or  a  tariff  for  revenue  only?  Is  he 
for  a  League  of  Nations,  or  is  he  for  national 
Isolation?  Is  he  Socialist  or  Republican  or  Dem¬ 
ocrat?  People  have  a  right  to  know  how  a  man 
stands,  and  what  his  party  stands  for. 

Before  the  candidates  were  e’ected  by  the 
recent  national  political  conventions,  the  plat¬ 
forms  must  be  submitted,  discussed  and  adopted, 
liverybody  approves  of  this.  Then  why  should 
there  be  any  hesitation  about  a  definite  state¬ 
ment  on  the  part  of  any  denomination  of  Christ¬ 
ians.  or  any  party  or  person  representing  the 
denomination  as  to  what  they  believe  and  pro¬ 
post  to  advocate?  Why  should  there  be  any 
vagueness  or  uncertainty  about  the  position  of 
any  man  or  of  the  whole  denomination  on  matters 
of  grave  concern  to  the  welfare  of  the  Kingdom 
and  the  world.  The  man  or  the  denomination 
which  does  not  stand  for  something  definite  and 
distinctive  has  no  reason  to  exist  and  no  claim 
upon  anybody's  time  or  attention. 

These  things  would  seem  to  be  out  of  the 
region  of  controversy,  and  there  would  Indeed 
he  no  need  of  presenting  them  hero  If  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  them  In  fact  In  particular  instances  had 
net  been  questioned  and  In  some  Instances  op- 
insod.  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention,  some  were  uneasy  for  fear 
the  attempt  to  state  clearly  whut  Baptists  be¬ 
lieve  should  prove  a  divisive  measure,  and  were 
opposed  to  the  application  of  any  denominational 
tests.  There  was  the  same  uneas'ness  among  n 
few  Southern  Baptists  a  few  years  ago  when  a 
statement  of  belief  was  Introduced  Into  the  Con¬ 
vention  In  Nashville  to  be  approved  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  and  sent  forth  to  show  the  world  what 
we  stand  for.  Some  brethren  thought  It  a  bad 
precedent  to  adopt  any  statement  ofbellef.

(expedient  to  make  a  statement  of  what  Southern 
Baptists  stand  for  and  expect  of  those  who  are 
sent  out  as  missionaries  to  other  countries.  It 
comes  none  too  soon,  and  Is  a  sensible  and  timely 
deliverance.  We  hope  that  those  who  do  not 
endorse  It  heartily  will  not  expect  those  who 
do  to  support  them  In  their  work.  If  there  are 
any  now  on  the  mission  field  who  cannot  accept 
It  without  reservation  they  have  no  c'aim  on 
the  support  of  our  people.  There  is  a  sensitive¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  some  against  any  doctrinal 
or  dogmatic  statement  in  religion,  which  If  tt 
should  be  seen  In  politics  or  business  would  be 
regarded  as  trimming  and  time  serving  and  dis¬ 
honesty.  No  man  or  party  or  school  or  board  or 
denomination  which  has  honest  convictions  about 
the  truth  and  regards  truth  as  of  any  value 
will  have  any  fear  o  rhesitatlon  In  letting  the 
world  know  his  platform.  Here's  for  open  cove¬ 
nants  openly  arrived  at.  and  for  a  full  clear,  can¬ 
did  statement  of  the  platform  on  which  we  stand 
and  according  to  which  we  propose  to  do  busi¬ 
ness.  With  malice  toward  none,  but  supreme 
love  to  God  and  loyalty  to  HU  truth,  let  Us  devote 
ourselves  to  Its  propagation.

I  »\l»  TO  THE  FRATERNAL  ADDRESS 
OF  SOI'THERN  BAPTIST 

To  the  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  America. 

Brethren  Beloved. 

Greetings  in  the  name  of  our  Risen  Lord. 

We  have  read  with  admiration  of  your  great 
campaign  so  successfully  carried  through,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  magnificent  sum  of  money  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Lord's  work. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  there  was  nothing 
parochial,  narrow  or  selfish.  In  your  vlBlon,  and 
that  your  compassions  overflowed  even  to  war- 
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scarred  Europe.  \Ve  fondly  hope  that  when  you 
are  distributing  your  great  fund  you  will  not 
overlook  Ireland  with  Its  urgent  and  pressing 
needs. 

Ireland,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  Is  a 
mission  field,  one  of  the  most  difficult  mission 
fields  of  the  world  because  of  the  enormous 
power  wielded  by  the  Chergy  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  over  the  people.  The  power  exercised  by 
the  Roman  Priest  is  almost  unbounded  and  con¬ 
sequently  nowhere  has  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  such  devoted  followers  as  in  Ireland. 
Every  year  large  numbers  of  young  Irish  men 
and  women  enter  the  various  orders  of  the 
church,  and  go  all  over  the  world  as  her  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Ireland  requires  the  liberating  Influence  of 
the  gopsel  of  Jesus  Christ.  No  denomination  is 
so  fitted,  because  of  its  freedom  from  Romish 
errors,  to  declare  that  Gospel,  as  ours. 

But  the  Baptists  of  Ireland  are  a  small  peo¬ 
ple,  and  are  unable  to  undertake  aggressive  work 
on  the  extensive  scale  the  situation  demands, 
without  the  aid  of  the  larger  and  wealthier 
communtt  es  of  the  Baptist  brotherhood. 

Since  the  work  of  the  Baptist  denomination 
in  Ireland  came  under  the  control  of  an  Irish 
Committee  33  yearB  ago,  22  churches  of  our 
faith  and  order  have  been  established,  and  17 
new  chapelB  built.  Back  of  means  alone  has  hin¬ 
dered  us  from  making  further  progress. 

The  need  of  Ireland  today,  in  the  terrible 
conditions  which  are  prevailing,  is  Colportage 
and  evangelistic  work.  This  particular  kind  of 
work,  owing  to  the  peculiar  condition  under 
which  we  have  to  labor,  necessitates  much  out¬ 
lay  and  little  or  no  financial  return. 

In  closing  we  would  point  out  that  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  Baptist  work  in  Ire'and  are  accen¬ 
tuated  tty  the  steady  drain  upon  the  member¬ 
ship  of  ou^  churches  through  large  number  of 
our  young  people  who  seeking  greater  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  success  in  life  than  their  native 
land  affords,  leave  our  shores  to  swell  your 
ranks. 

In  humble  assurance  of  faith  we  seek  the  aid 
you  can  so  lovingly  give  us. 

Do  help  Ireland,  we  pray  you.

THE  THREE-FOLD 'PROBLEM  OF  SPIRITUAL 

LEADERSHIP 

(By  L.  R.  Scarborough  I 

Southern  Baptists  never  faced  a  more  serious 
problem  than  the  one  confronting  us  today  on 
the  matter  of  leaders  In  our  pulpits,  mission 
fields,  in  evangelism,  and  in  other  phases  of 
church  and  Kingdom  work.  From  every  section 
romes  a  demand  for  trained,  efficient  leaders. 
The  supply  is  not  increasing  fast  enough  to 
take  care  of  anything  like  the  demand.  This  ar¬ 
ticle  is  meant  to  call  the  prayerful  attention  of 
Southern  Baptists  to  thlB  important  matter. 
There  are  three  phases  of  the  question  which 
should  receive  our  considerate  attention. 

THE  SUPPLY 

We  are  wholly  dependent  in  the  IntCatory 
stages  upon  God  for  the  supply  of  preachers. 
God  must  must  call  our  preachers  and  special 
workers  or  we  will  never  get  the  right  sort.  All 
I  shall  say  in  this  article  is  based  on  a  confident 
belief  In  the  doctrine  that  God  must  call  our 
workers  and  set  them  apart  to  their  task.  I  be¬ 
lieve  he  Is  cal’ing  in  large  numbers.  More  than 
6500  responded  to  the  call  for  special  sm'vtce 
with  one  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  Southern 
Baptists  last  October.  Since  then  in  many  places 
many  others  have  responded.  Many  letters  to 
the  writer  indicate  that  many  others  are  con¬ 
sidering  God's  call.  In  my  mail  today  are  two 
letters  about  this  matter — one  from  a  great 
teacher  to  say  he  has  been  fighting  the  call  to 
preach  for  many  years  and  now  surrenders,  an¬ 
other  from  a  great  lawyer  who  has  been  active 
in  politics  says  he  surrenders  to  God's  call  to 
preach  after  a  long  batt'e  against  it.  These  are 
but  samples.  For  twenty  years  I  have  not  made 


a  call  for  volunteers  in  any  congregation  that 
somebody  did  not  respond.  One  of  the  leading 
lawyers  of  Texas  told  a  friend  of  mine  the  other 
day  that  he  felt  for  25  years  that  he  ought  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  There  are  literally  thousands 
of  strong  men  and  women  in  our  churches  today 
fighting  the  call  of  God  for  special  service.  The 
denomination  needs  to  be  aroused  to  a  sense 
of  its  duty  to  fairly,  persistently  and  constantly 
Press  the  ca'l  of  God  and  the  need  of  workers 
upon  the  hearts  of  our  young  people  in  our 
churches.  The  Conservation  Commission  is  rec¬ 
ommending  that  we  set  apart  each  year  a  day 
in  our  schools  and  a  day  in  our  churches  for  the 
calling  out  of  the  called.  We  must  not  call  work¬ 
ers  but  we  must  call  them  out  Into  the  service 
after  God  has  railed  them. 

THEIR  PREPARATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 
IN  PREPARATION 

The  second  great  problem  confronting  the 
question  of  leadership  is  the  education  and  spec¬ 
ial  training  of  thosf>  whom  God  has  call¬ 
ed  and  the  brethren  have  cal'ed  out.  In  this  day 
onr  'eaders  must  be  educated  and  trained.  One 
of  the  primary  motives  in  all  denominational 
education  is  the  training  of  special  workers  and 
leaders  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  founders 
of  all  our  Baptist  schools  had  this  primary  mat¬ 
ter  in  mind  when  they  started  our  schools.  The 
111  Baptist  schools  of  the  South  stand  for  the 
educat'on  and  training  of  special  workers.  The 
basic  motive  in  a  Baptist  school  is  to  train 
leaders  for  the  churches  In  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
in  pulpit  and  pew.  Our  two  Seminaries,  our  two 
woman's  Training  Schools  and  our  Baptist  Bible 
Institute  are  the  five  great  training  camps  for 
Southern  Baptists.  The  denomination  Is  coming 
to  the  view  of  adequately  equipping  these  schools 
for  their  largest  service.  There  can  be  no  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  the  need  of  training  and  educational 
equipment  for  these  leaders.  But  a  big  question 
confronting  every  man  and  woman  called  to 
special  service  is  the  question  of  support  while 
they  seek  an  education.  Practically  all  the  called 
are  poor  and  cannot  of  themselves  educate  them¬ 
selves  without  prolonged  and  almost  unbearable 
hardships  and  sacrifices.  The  denomination  must 
make  larger  and  more  adequate  provisiona  for 
the  support  of  our  specially  called  workers  while 
they  are  in  school.  We  must  enlarge  our  stu¬ 
dents'  funds,  scholarships  and  loan  funds  and 
other  provisions  for  the  support  of  these  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  Conservation  Commission  Is  taking  strong 
grounds  and  making  vital  recommendations  con¬ 
cerning  this  matter.  The  state  boards  in  each 
Southern  state  should  make  out  of  mission  or 
education  funds  adequate  provision  for  the  en¬ 
couragement  and  support  of  worthy  men  and 
women  called  of  God  for  special  servlre  to  go 
to  school.  ThiB  is  one  of  the  ways  to  meet  the 
demand  that  Is  on  us  for  trained  leadership. 
There  is  no  better  investment  the  denomination 
can  make  than  In  the  heart  and  head  and  train¬ 
ing  of  a  God-called  worker  for  special  service. 

It  Is  a  contribut'on  to  everything  that  is  good  In 
the  kingdom  of  God.  If  taxation  for  education 
looking  to  citizenship  Is  Justified.  If  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  government  in  supporting  our  pros¬ 
pective  soldiers  and  sailors  whi'e  getting  their 
training  is  Justifiable  wisdom,  then  certainly 
the  support  of  our  young  leaders  while  prepar¬ 
ing  for  God's  service  is  preeminently  Justified 
and  approved  by  God  and  the  denomination.  The 
pittance  and  meagre  and  uncertain  support  we 
have  been  offering  to  our  young  preachers  and 
missionaries  while  struggling  through  school  Is 
unpardonable.  We  simply  must,  out  of  the  dire 
necessity  of  the  suffering  Kingdom  of  God.  take 
a  larger  and  a  more  liberal  and  broader  view 
of  this  great  question.  I  know  there  are  diffi¬ 
culties  involved  In  the  administration  of  these 
funds.  Great  caution  and  care  should  be  ex¬ 
ercised.  But  we  had  better  make  some  mistakes 
In  giving  these  funds  to  unworthy  men  and 
women  than  not  to  encourage  and  stand  by  the 
thousands  of  worthy  men  and  women  who  are 
kept  out  of  school  because  of  the  great  financial 
difficulty  and  sacrifice  involved  in  getting  an 


education.  I  press  with  all  my  soul  the  Import¬ 
ance  of  this  matter  upon  the  denomination. 

THEIR  PROPER  SUPPORT 
Another  matter  of  great  and  vital  importance 
is  the  proper  support  of  the  ministry  and  the 
workers  in  Christ's  Kingdom.  It  Is  a  denomina¬ 
tional  outrage  that  the  salaries  of  Baptist  preach¬ 
ers  in  the  South  do  not  average  over  $600  per 
year.  There  are  many  signs  of  an  awakening 
along  this  line.  Many  churches,  city  and  coun¬ 
try,  are  coming  to  a  more  adequate  support  of 
their  preachers  and  workers.  We  must  pay  our 
preachers  more,  our  missionaries  more,  our 
teachers  in  denominational  schools  more,  and 
provide  a  larger  financial  support  for  the  other 
special  workers  whom  we  are  calling  out  Into 
church  and  Kingdom  service.  I  not  believe  that 
any  provision  shou'd  f>v  made  for  luxury  for 
any  of  these  workers;  but  1  do  be' levs  that  s  pro¬ 
vision  should  be  made  for  their  necessities  of 
life,  their  proper  support  of  themselves  snd  their 
families,  with  a  surplus  enough  to  buy  books, 
to  go  to  Inspirational  and  educational  confer¬ 
ences.  to  properly  educate  their  children,  to  en¬ 
able  them  to  give  in  a  satisfactory  way  to  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  and  to  pay  Insurance  thus  pro¬ 
viding  for  themselves  when  old  age  and  decrep¬ 
itude  come.  The  Conservation  Commission  Is 
taking  high  ground  and  will  do  Its  best  to  press 
this  matter  upon  the  conscience  of  the  men  and 
women  of  our  churches  until  a  better  support 
Is  offered  to  our  leaders.  We  must  pay  our 
spiritual  leaders  more,  and  more  prompt'y.  The 
dishonesty  of  some  preachers  Is  primarily  due  to 
the  dishonesty  of  some  churches  who  fall  to 
properly  support  these  preachers.  A  commercial¬ 
ized  ministry  wouhi  be  a  Kingdom  tragedy;  but 
a  sacrificed  and  impoverished  and  broken-heart¬ 
ed  ministry,  because  of  the  pressure  of  living 
expenses  and  poor  support  from  the  churches.  Is 
worse  than  a  Kingdom  tragedy.  Dr.  Lunsford 
and  his  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuity 
are  doing  a  great  work  for  the  ministry  today 
They  should  have  the  full  length  support  of  the 
denomination;  but  we  should  also  provide  a  bet-  * 
ter  support  for  the  preachers  who  are  now  liv¬ 
ing.  and  active. 

I  urge  with  my  deepest  soul  that  the  denom¬ 
inations'  forces  take  up  these  matters  and  ren¬ 
der  to  God  and  the  brotherhood  a  worthy  ac¬ 
count  of  their  stewardship.  My  soul  aches  as  I 
am  having  to  answer  hundreds  of  letters  voicing 
the  call  of  churches  for  pastors,  for  assistants, 
mission  boards  and  agencies  for  workers  of  all 
sorts  of  churches  calling  for  evsngellsts  and 
singers  and  am  unable  to  supply  the  demand 
May  God  help  us  to  "pray  the  Lord  of  the  har¬ 
vest  to  send  forth  more  laborers  into  his  har¬ 
vest.  to  call  out  the  called,  to  adequately  sup- 
I  irt  the  cal'ed  as  they  prepare  for  service  aiid 
Rive  to  those  who  are  in  the  service  an  adequate 
support  while  they  live  the  aacrlf  cal  life  for 
Jesus  Christ.

Brother  E.  L.  Smith  asks  some  explanation 

i  rnr  ir,-29  which  reads- 
of  the  passage  In  1  Cor.  t»-». 

•E!se  what  shall  they  do  that  are  baptUed  for 
the  (lead?  If  the  dead  are  not  raised  at  all.  why 
then  are  they  baptized  for  them?"  This  Is  a  con¬ 
fessedly  difficult  passage  of  which  there  are  two 
explanations  given.  First  Paul  is  Insisting  upon 
the  fact  of  the  resurection  and  appeals  to  the 
meaning  of  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  He  de- 
dares  that  If  there  ts  no  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  then  baptism  Is  meaningless.  Baptism  was 
unlvcrsalty  practiced  by  the  early  Christians  and 
Paul  appeals  to  their  belief  In  baptism  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  It.  He  says  what's  the  use  of  it.  Why  do 
you  practice  It  If  there  Is  no  such  thing  as  res- 
crrectlon  of  Ihe  dead.  Your  talk  against  the 
resurrection  and  your  practice  of  baptism  con¬ 
tradict  each  other.  The  other  interpretation  is 
that  Paul  refers  to  certain  deluded  members  o 
’the  church  at  Corinth  who  attributed  a  fa'se 
ijalue  to  baptism  and  believing  that  a  person  who 
died  unbapttzed  was  lost,  they  took  a  living  per 
■on  and  baptized  him  Instead  of  the  dead  person, 
that  the  one  who  had  died  might  have  a  chance 
to  be  saved.  Paul  does  not  approve  the  doctrine 
but  uses*  it  as  an  argument  against  people  who 
had  a  false  faith  and  a  false  practice  which  de¬ 
stroyed  each  other.  The  Mormons  do  In  this  way 
baptize  for  the  dead.  The  Catholics  sometimes 
"baptize"  a  dead  person  and  a  Methodist  preach¬ 
er  at  Brookhaven  did  this  two  or  three  years  ago 


Missionary  Sundstrom  in  Home  and  Foreign 
Fields  says:  "In  1907  we  began  In  Kong  Moon' 
asains,  great  opposition,  with  no  place  to  preach 
but  the  streets.

About  two  score  of  girls  In  the  Kong  Moon  school 
a'one  have  accepted  Christ  as  their  Savior.  Some 
of  these  have  Joined  the  throng  of  the  redeemed 
in  glory:  several  have  graduated  from  our 
schools  and  are  now  In  active  service,  others  are 
now  preparing  themselves  for  future  usefulness 
In  the  Master's  vineyard;  still  others  have  be¬ 
come  wives  and  mothers,  rearing  Christian  fam¬ 
ines.  From  our  boys'  school  in  Kong  Moon  one 
voung  man  went  to  the  Seminary  and  graduated 
three  years  ago;  another  entered  there  last  fall 
to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  Among  the  women 
converts  one  Is  a  Bible  woman,  others  are  teach¬ 
ing  and  some  are  now  preparing  for  future  use¬ 
fulness.  We  do  thank  God  and  take  courage.
